U.S. R3C0KDS — A STUDY UJ RE^IliCORKlMPION — by George Blaolcer 



Few, if any* reader b of thin magazine 
will be safely able to claim that they 
don*t have a record manufactured by 
U*S* Records somewhere in their files* 
If they collect any contemporary or pre 
war muBic at all* they probably have at 
least one U*S* product, even if they 
don't recognise it* 

It ie believed that U.S. Records firpt 
began manufacturing around 1939 In New 
York City. The boss of the outfit , de~ 
Bcribed in an article on '"Phonograph 
Records* 1 in FOHNimc, September, 1939 
an "vigorous" waa Eli Oberetein for- 
merly an official at Victor, who was, 
according to the game article, backed 
by a mysterious "BoBton financier". 

Among the labels in the U»S* Becords 
aetup were Varsity* Royale, Elite, (Hit a 
by so-and-so), Inco, Top Hat, Hit, John 
fryen, Philharmonic (sold through Plree- 
stone stores) and Musette children re- 
cords* Oheretein may have na tared the 
classical field with a series of inex- 
pensive, moderate quality classical re* 
cords under the label *?^usic Lover *s 
Chest of Records' yet masters do not 
verify this* He did issue 10 & 13 inch 
Roy ale »Red Seal** 

U*S* Records continued in business *til 

about 1943, undergoing various - name 
changes along the way* They were known 
at different periods as Elite Record 
Mfr»s*. Classic Record Co*, and proba- 
bly a few others that are not known at 
the time of writing. The Musette "Re- 
cords were distributed through Hu~ 
Sette Publishers, of Steinway Hall, Dew 
York City* 

Oberstein revived his outfit as the 
Wright Record Company about 1948, with 
a pressing plant in He rid en, Conn. This 
writer once tried exploring the factory 
but advanced no further than a front 
office receptionist who was not very 
receptive to his request to tour the 
plant. It is remembered, that with the 
exception of a voice haranguing some 
unknown person or per eons* the press- 
room appeared deserted* 

The recordings, fold mainly through the 
department stores at , 39 cents each, 
were musically mediocre and of execrab- 
ly poor quality materials* This company 
probably draw from the same pool of 



housewife labor that worked in the 
pressing room when Sonera Iteoorda 

used it some years before. 

Oberstein made use of nany Sonera mas- 
ters for his revived Varsity Becords. 
Exan^les in point are the orchestral 
renditions of E*Artega # and a square 
dance group under Ed Durlachsr* 
■A copy of a Royale *12th at. Rag by the 
Varslt; Ragtime Band Ib exactly like 
Pee Wee Hunt's Capitol recording of a- 
bout the same period* (oa»1949) 

Writfit made the following labs 1st Var- 
sity, Itoyale* Hit & Meriden. Under con- 
tract with Columbia, they made Harmony 
records, consisting of re-releases of 
old Columbia-f-Brunswick masters* by such 
recording stars as Bing Crosby, Johnny 
Mercer, Artie Shaw, 'Butterbeana* and 
*Su8ie», Phil Harris and others. These 
were made from Columbia laminates, 
since Columbia must have viewed Wrights 
shellacs with a very jaundiced eye. In 
soma cases Columbia laminates were used 
for Varsity Records. The Harmony la- 
bel reissue policy was obviously a flop 
because it apparently didn't last long* 

The last known of Oberstein w*b that he 
had moved to Mew Jersey in 1950 and was 
still making inexpensive long^-*ext ended 
play records under the Royale label* A 
report has it that he. merged his faci- 
lities with those of Continental Re- 
cords, who made the 'Remington' popular 
& classical microgrooves from old coat** 
inental and Husi<jraft(?) masters* The 
resulting combo ;vas the Record Corpora- 
tion of America, of union City, New 
Jersey who make Royale, Allegro-Elite 
and Rcmingten* presently discontinued, 
but still available, are 'Plymouth' and 
♦PuntiaC Ws, made from domestic and 
European masters* All are of rather in- 
ferior quality, being noisy and poor in 
tone*

I'm not sure now what made me decide to look at 
Jon Samuels* "A Complete Dlacograprvy of the Heoord- 
infcs of Emanuel Peuermann/ ARSC Journal, 12, 1-2 
(1990), 33-77- Probably because t^e greet cellist nad 
made extensive recordings of ephemeral compositions 
early In bis recording career. The other day I de- 
cided to see if possibly Samuels' exhaustive Peuer- 
mann discogrephy might offer a clue, It did, I 
found what I was looking for: the composer of the 
"Romance" was someone named Menzel (I know nothing 
of him). The title given In Samuels* discography 
was "Susses Sehnan, Roman&e," 

But I found more than I was looking for. The 
composer and title appeared in "Attributed Session 
No, l 11 (o, 76), records that had been attributed to 
Peuermann and issued on German Parlophon sometime 
before 1920* The matrix number listed for the sup- 
posed Peuermann record was identical to my copy of 
the Ariel credited on the label to Julius Berger,

Samuels' caution in placing the Me nzel among the 
attributed recordings of Peuermann was quite proper. 
Emanuel Peuermann' s performance style is easily recog- 
nized. His Intonation Is centered and exact. His 
technique is virtually flawless. Peuermann Played 
with style and emotion, but with an emotion strictly 
controlled. Emanuel Peuermann was probably the 
closest to absolute perfection on the cello as we are 
ever likely to hear* Peuermann and Gregor Piatigorsky 
are the two cellists that made records whose styles 
are unique; their playing simply cannot be mistaken 
for anyone else's. Both Peuermann and Piatigorsky 
began their recording careers with Parlophon but their 
performance styles are as individual as Lpuis Arm- 
strong's or Bunny Berigan T s trump^ styles. #bey can- 
not be mistaken for anyone els©; This reoordfng of the 
Mendel "Romance" is decidedly not played by ^nermann. 

Jon Samuels' list of the unattributed Parlo- 
phonv recordings include the Bach-Gounod 'Ave Maria 
(1L800)/Giuseppe Giordanl- Popper "Caro Mio Ben 
(lPOl) on acoustic Parlophon B 3£3& and B 353B 
respectively. The Menzel "Homanze" was issued on 
Parlophon B 3039 coupled with Rlmbault's "Annie 
Laurie" (14869)* Could the "Ave Maria" and "C*ro 



Mio Ben" on these Par^bphons be identical To tHe 
issue credited to Julius Berger and issued on Scala 
331? It's possible, but since no matrix numbers 
appear on the Scala issue there is no way to tell* 

The Ariel Issue Is quite another matter* Al- 
though the flip side (Godard's "Berceuse") Is not 
represented on Samuels' list of recordings that have 
been attributed to Peuermann the "Romanze 11 ia on the 
list and has the same matrix number that my Ariel 
"Romanze" does. Although I have no biographical in- 
formation about Julius Berger, not even his dates, 
Berger seems to have made quite a sizable number of 
recordings for Beka and other Lindstrtim labels, and 
it appears that the credit to Berger as performer on 
Ariel 4o8l is almost surely correct. At any rate the 
cellist who plays on both: sides of the Ariel is de- 
cidedly not Emanuel Peuermann. It appears that the 
Menzel "Romanze" as issued on Parlophon B 3539 can 
safely be removed from the list of possible Peuermann 
recordings. 

Whnt remains now is to find out some information 
about the cellist Julius Berger, Can any reader help? 
While we are throwing out queries about early cellists 
does anyone have any information about Arthur Had ley? 
Arthur Had ley recorded Henry Had ley's "The S ng of the 
Soul," with piano accompaniment, on Okeh ^.28?-A 
(S-7li|4-D), One presumes that Arthur and Henry Hadley, 
the latter a once popular American comooser largely 
forgotten today, v^ere related somehow. Can anyone 
confirm that? (to be continued)

Don Ingle also says that he has an acetate from a 
recording session, which he and Red Ingle were on, 
with Ted Weems's band in the 1955 period.
